In other words, the proposal is

Calgary is not being thus 
singled out for discriminatory 
treatment. The demand made 
there today will be made upon the 
civic authorities of Edmonton and 
other Western cities in the course 
of time. They are no more exces- 
sive than the demands which have 
been made by the same men and 
others of the same kind in years 
past, and more or less complied 
‘with here and elsewhere. Offivials 
and councils of the other cities in 
the West may therefore take note 
of the character and tone of the 
demands made upon the Calgary 
council, as indicating the scope 
and tenor of similar propositions 
with which they too will be con- 
fronted as winter closes in. It is 
time for both councils and tax- 
payers to candidly review the un- 
employment ‘‘problem’’ in the 
light of the opportunities for em- 
ployment that have existed every- 
where throughout the West all 
summer, and to make up their 
minds whether they intend to deal 
with that problem on a basis of 
common sense and common fair- 
ness or to simply surrender and 
allow whoever pleases to come 
along to quarter himself upon the 
community for the winter. 

During the summer there has 
been a notable and hopeful stiffen- 
ing of the backs of civie represent- 
atives in this and other provinces 
on the subject of entertaining idle 
strangers during the winter 
months. At a conference held 
some months ago in Calgary it 
seemed to be the settled and 
agreed policy of the aldermen and 
councillors from Alberta cities and 
jowns that relief should be grant- 
ed only. to bona fide residents. 
The council of Edmonton more 
clearly defined its policy in the 
matter subsequently by laying 
down the rule that help would 
only be given to those who had 
been residents of the city for three 
months preceding November, Van- 
ecouver despatches say that a sim- 
ilar stand has ‘been taken by the 
councils of the coast cities, All 
round the prospect has been that 
the tax-payers of a Western city 
would be protected this winter 
against the annual fall raid by 
out-siders, and that what money 
they were called upon to provide 
for relief work would go to men
